HAGERMAN - Massive fires, sparked by 
. lightning, raged out of control Saturday, 
charring tens of thousands of acres of dry 
rangeland and sending a pal! of smoke over 
the Magic Valley. * 

The Twin Buttes Fire, ten miles west of 
Hagcrman, covered more than 30,000 acres. 
And a range fire cast of Rogcrson burned an- 
other 2,000 acres. 

The Bureau of Land Management reported 
at least 16 fires burning in south -central Jd&«£ 
ho, with 12 more fires blazing in the BLMSs 

Boiscdistrict. > 

“Wc probably .have some new fires started- 

that we’re not even aware of at this point," 
BLM Information Officer Don Smurthwaitc 
said, as thunderstorms swept across the Gem 
State. 

Fires also threatened part of the Sawtooth 
National Forest, according to Information 
Officer Ed Wnldapfel. Five fires broke out 
on or near the national forest boundaries. 
And Forest Service officials encouraged 
campers to leave the Bear Gulch Camp- 
ground in the South Hills after fire broke out 
in Hopper Gulch. 


Strong and erratic winds, scorching heat, 
and spectacular lightning hampered firefight* 
ere. And a brown haze hung over much of 
southcentral Idaho. Lightning strikes sparked 
small fires in Jerome County and fires 
burned near Fairfield and Oakley. 

In. Gooding County, some homeowners 
sprayed their homes with water to guard 
against the flames. Gusting winds grounded 
BLM helicopters, making it impossible for 
firefighters to battle the blazes from the air. 

Exhausted firefighters were ordered away 
from the Twin Buttes Fire Saturday after- 
noon. ... 

“We pulled crews off because of iyctrcmc 
fire behavior and also crew fatigue," Smurth- 
-waitesaid.. A. piloLwho. flew, o vcr. the -fire — 
said it is "burning hot and hard" and is grow- 
ing dramatically, Smurthwaitc added. 

As firefighters struggled to gain the upper 
hand, the National Weather Service an- 
nounced a severe thunderstorm watch - 
scheduled to end at midnight Snturdny. 

A thunderstorm, complete with “large hail, 
dangerous lightning and damaging winds,” 
wouldn't be good news for firefighters, ft 
was just such a thunderstorm - minus the 
hail - that sparked fires across southern Ida- 
ho. •

Tropical moisture streaming across the Southwest into the 
Great Basin raised desert humidity levels os well. 

A disturbance in the central Gulf of Mexico became a 
tropical depression and was expected to become a tropical 
storm in the next day or two, bringing heavy rain totpe Gulf 
Coast from Alabama to Texas. 


Tides were running about 2 feet above normal on the 
Louisiana coast while heavy rain and strong thunderstorms 
developed in east Texas and southwest Louisiana. Overnight , 
storms blew down trees and power lines around Houston and 
Shreveport, La.

Documents on ‘alien’ crash 
were destroyed decades ago 


ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) — 
Key military documents on the so- 
called Roswell Incident, cited by UFO 
buffs as an alien crash, were apparent- 
ly destroyed without authorization 
decades ago, a congressman said 1 
Saturday. 

Rep. Steve Schiff of New Mexico 
said a General Accounting Office, 
report shed no new light on the 1947 
crash and showed that important doc- 
uments are missing. 

"Documents that should have provid- 
ed more information were destroyed,” 
Schiff said. “The military cannot 
fxpjain who destroyed them or why.” 

- ■«. Schiff said the GAO estimates the 
information was destroyed more than 
40 years ago. 

The Air Force has said that the 
wreckage was, probably a balloon 
launched as part of a classified gov- 
ernment project to detect Soviet 
nuclear weapons. 

.The GAO report, Released, friday, 
said that two government documents 
an; die only official records remaining 
of ,the crash near what was then the 
Roswell Annv Air Force Base. :l 

For nearly Haifa century, the myste- 
rious crash has fueled speculation 
about aliens in the New Mexico 
desert, Cold War secrecy and a gov- • 
emment cover-up. ■ 

"The debate on what crashed at 


Roswell continues," the GAO report 
said. 

It said the Roswell base’s adminis- 
trative records from March 1945 
through December 1949 and its outgo- 
ing messages from October 1946 
through December 1949 were 
destroyed. 

Those messages, internal military 
communications, would have shown 
how military., officials in Roswell 
explained what happened to their 
superiors, the Republican congress- 
man said. . 

“My understanding is that these 
were permanent records which should 
not have been destroyed,” Schiff said. 

Scientists and Pentagon officials 
have said an experimental aerial sur- 
veillance balloon crashed northwest of 
Roswell in 1947, but UFO buffs have 
contended that was a cover up for, the 
crash of an alien space ship. , , w ■ 

The GAO report includes an FBI 
teletype and a reference to a “radar 
tracking device," or weather balloon. 

The weather balloon story has since 
been discredited by the Air Force 
itself, which lost year said the wreck- 
age was probably a balloon launched 
as part Project Mogul. The project was 
a highly classified effort to detect 
Soviet nuclear weapons using bal- 
loons that carried rtidnr reflectors and 
acoustic sensors, the GAO report said.

Arianna Buffington will share ideas 
on how to slay the event’s main 
demon — “big, fat and unaccount- 
able federal government." Business 
executives will have a chance to tell 
the politicos what regulations they 
"want gutted 

Speaker of the House Newt 
Gingrich has been invited to speak at 
the main banquet, though he has not 
yet responded. 

Much of the talk, organizers hope, 
will be distinctly politically incor- 
rect. Cigar smokers, by the way. arc 
welcome to light up at the banquet. 

The other event, the four-day 
Renaissance Weekend, was little 
known to the public until Clinton, a 
participant since the first retreat, was 
elected president Since then, he and 
his wife have become the event’s 
stars — and organizers have had to

Security forces rounded up 180 
brotherhood members in Alexandria, 
Egypt's second-largest city on the 
Mediterranean coast, and another 20 
members in Menoufia, northwest of 
Cairo in the Nile Delta, the Interior 
Ministry said Saturday. 

The arrests mark Egypt’s most 
decisive move to break the influence 
of the brotherhood, which has an esti- 
■ mated 100,000 members and perhaps 
1 million supporters, making it 
Egypt’s largest Islamic organization. 

Although technically outlawed, the 
brotherhood has been allowed to 
operate openly and to field candidates 
in parliamentary elections under the 
banner of other opposition parties. 

This fall’s elections are considered 
the most important in decades 
because President Hosni Mubarak is 
under pressure to make them free and 
fair. 

The crackdown on the group began 
this year when the government 
accused it of forging ties with 
Muslim militants. More than 780 
people, most of them police and mili- 
tants, have died in the past three years 
of fighting. 


The brotherhood denies links with 
the militnnts and has publicly 
renounced violence. It says will work 
Y peacefully to bring about a state in 
which Islamic law applies. 

The Interior Mfnistry statement, 
however, accused the group of 
preparing members for combat mis- 
sions. In addition to the arrests, it 
said, police seized 17 computer disks 
and booklets ’That deal with prepar- 
ing and organizing brotherhood 
camps; its aims and ways of teaching 
its extremist ideas.’’ 

Most of those arrested — 149 — 
were picked up*at what the Interior 
Ministry called a_ scout camp outside 
Alexandria. None of the detninecs has 
been charged. 

A’ brotherhood spokesman, 
Mamoun el-Hodeibi, said at least 260 
people were. arrested, but that not all 
of them were brotherhood members. 

He said the camp had Jieeo organized 
by the Ministry of Youth and Sports 
and had the government’s sanction. 

“I don’t understand how they vio- I 
latcd the law in any way, so I don’t 
know why they were arrested," he | 
told The Associated Press.

They called it the Forgotten War. 

Now, 45 years after the descent into hell, the 
Korean War is no longer forgotten. 

1_ Bill Clinton, who spends much of his presi- 
dency boooring old wars while trying to ovoid 
one in Bosnia, came on this withering hot day to 
open the Korean Veterans War Memorial. 

“They endured terrible hardships, deathly 
cold, weeks cr amm e d in foxholes and bunkers,” 
said Clinton, with South Korea President Kim 
Young-sam. “They set a standard of courage 
that may be equaled but will never be surpassed 
in the annals of American combat." 

More than words, the Korean War memorial 
behind him was stunning — as sobering as the

other states have sprouted paramilitary 
groups claiming lineage to the men 
wfi6 fired the shot heard ‘round the-' ' 
world at Concord Bridge and blasted 
the whites of British eyes at Bunker 
Hill. 

In the name of the original militia, 
current members are preparing to 
defend independence against those - 
•they regard as Washington’s 
encroaching bureaucrats. 

Anyone who darcS to challenge 
their historical thinking can expat a 
barrage of vituperation. Rep. Peter T. 
King, R-N.Y., who recently called for 
an investigation of these organiza- 
tions, has been blasted for failing to 
resist the great patriotic tradi tion 
thete modern militias are supposedly 
recapturing.

Tribes work to maintain culture for youth 


BOISE (AP) — Idaho’s Indian 
youths soon will have a better shot 
at staying in touch with their tribes. 

State and tribal leaders arc work- 
ing on ways to make sure those 
children art; not driven from their 
own culture by adoption, alco- 
holism and ambivalence. 

“Most of tjie. children on our 
reservation have 'plans of leaving,” 
said Pete Putra, a day-care director 
on the Duck Valley Indian 
Reservation on the Nevada border. . 

^ left when I could. I wasn’t into 

the culture. But, after I graduated 
from (Boise State University) last 
year, I came back. I think there’s 
hope for the Indian people.” 

Putra said some Indian children 
. are being attracted to their culture 
through powwows, such! as one 
held Friday night in Boise. 

. Up to one-third of the nation’s 
Indian children live with foster 
families, according to the 
Association on American Indian 
Affairs. About 90 percent of those 
families arc white. 

Based on 1990 U.S. Census fig- 
ures, Idaho has 800 of its 3,000 
Indian children living with foster 
families. 

Idaho Legal Aid Service’s Indian 
Law Unit this month settled a law-, 
suit with the Idaho Department of 
Health and Welfare. 

The state agreed to comply with 
the 1978 federal Indian Child 
Welfare Act, which was intended

to keep them in Indian communi- 
ties when possible. 

The pew methods may prevent 
future custody battles, such os the 
one over 6-year-old Casey 
Swenson of Nampa. The Oglala 
Sioux tribe of South Dakota is 
• seeking custody of Casey, who was 
adopted by a white couple. The 
case is before the Idaho Supreme 
Court. 

But the state can only do so 
much for Indian children. The 
tribes are working on their own 
ways tp^iass on their culture. 

This week. Health and Welfare 
invited leaders from the' state’s six 
tribes to the Idaho Indian Child 
Welfare Conference in Boise. 

“Values have been infected by 
the culture of alcoholism,” said Bill 
Hayne, an instructor at Lewis and 
Clark State College who grew up 
on the Blackfoot reservation. 

Tribes, he said, are provided few 
resources . to help alcoholic fami- 
lies. And now, as casinos spring up 
in reservations throughout the 
country, Indian youth arc exposed 
to gambling. 

It also sends put the message that 
. working in reservation gambling 
operations is preferable to college, 
he said. 

“I really don’t, see. young people 
with spirituality anymore,” said 
Freda Night, a social worker for the 
Ncz Perce tribe in Lewiston. “It’s 
like they don’t believe in it” 


That is changing for some, tribes, 
especially the ones that put on 
powwows. 

“It’s the way of our ancestors,” 
said 2 1 -year-old Chester Blossom, 
who grew up dancing in the 
Shoshone-Pniutc powwows“nt 
Puck. Valley. “It makes us feel 
good.” -

BURLEY - Aquatic weeds and algae grow- 
ing in the Snake River appear to be worst than 
ever, locals say, while folks below Shoshone 
Falls arc enjoying clearer waters. . 

Water experts have said the Middle Snake, 
which hasn’t met federal or state water-quality 
standards for several years, is on the mend 
since faster water flows arc washing away 
aquatic plants. But, locals say plants appear to 
be thickening upstream of Milner Dam. 

The issue, which was brought to the state 
Division of Environmental Quality’s attention 
last week, hns prompted the agency to sched- 
ule a tour of the Snake River in the Burley 
area this week. The agency’s Mike McMastcrs 
said he hasn’t been aware of any complaints 
about local river conditions. 

"It sounds like it heeds more attention,” he 
said, adding that the agency has devoted most 
of its time io the stretch of river below 
Shoshone Falls. 

Ask people living along the river in Burley - 
.and Hcyburn, and they say they can’t remem- 
ber so many water weeds. 

It’s the worst it’s ever been, according to 
Ginny Payne, who lives about one mile 
upstream from the Burley golf course. 

A view of the river from Payne’s backyard 
reveals an expanse of green scum surrounding 
an island and extending out into the river, with 
one channel that lets boats through. 

“The skiers "feet tangled in it, and it tangles 
around the boat prop and pushes the prop up 
out of the water,” Payne said. • 

Her children used to be able to swim at 
friends' docks on the Hcyburn side of the 
river, but. now they can’t get in there, Payne 
said. “It used to be like cut grass that was 
floating, but now it's stuff from the bottom 
growing,” she said. 

Burley City Councilwoman Lois Cowell " 
said she has swum the river annually for the 
past few years and that near Declo she can’t, 
get through the channel.

Tom Howarth, who owns Tom’s Marina and 
Sporting Goods below the Burley golf course, 
says he hasn’t seen the weeds so bad. 

“It’s getting worse every year," he said.. 

But boats don’t seem to be having to much 
of a problem in that area if they stay in rhe 
middle of the river, he said. 

The aquatic plants were not a problem 
before the state began holding back water 
-above Milner Dam for the new Idaho Power, 
Co. plant that opened there, Howarth said. The 
river had been dry during the winter months, 
he said. The plant opened in November 1992, 


according to Idaho Power spokesman Jeff 
Beaman in Boise. 

Before the plant was built, the Milner reser- 
voir was filled during the growing season 
between mid-March .and mid-October, 
Beaman said. Then it was drawn down to 
about IS feet, he said. 

Darien Brandt, water quality science officer 
for the Division of Environmental Quality, 
said it is likely that high water levels all year 
round have contributed to aquatic plant 
growth. Year-round water combined with 
slower water flows than the river secs below 


Shoshone Falls can be contributors to prolific ; 
plant growth, he said. 

. Heavy aquatic growth limits recreation uses, 

, affects- watir flows and violates government 
standards, Brandt said It also could become a : 
hazard for fish, since plants consume oxygen 1 
at night, he said. 1 

Nutrients such as phosphorous and nitrates ; 
that nourish plant growth might be contribu- ; 
tors os well, Brandt said. Industries and munic- ; 
ipalities that dump the nutrients into the water* 
have been cooperating to reduce the amounts, ! 
he said. 1 I

Wheat and clover are 
planted together, and the clover 
sprouts about the time the wheat is 
ready for harvest.

Police say suspect hid 
out as cabinetmaker 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — 
"August,” as co- workers knew him, 
seemed at home in the college town 
of Northfield where he worked as an 
apprentice cabinetmaker. 

' The FBI, though, says “August” is 
Adam Galli, known as the “preppy 
bandit” for a 1992 murder and string 
of robberies in Utah. Galli, 26, was 
arrested Friday afternodn at the 
Schurwood* Cabinet Shop in 
Northfield after the FBI received a 
tip from an anonymous viewer of 
the TV program “America’s Most 
Wanted.” 

August’s co-workers were 
stupned. 

“With two colleges in town, he 
perfectly fit the profile of a student,” 
said Steve Schmidt, a former owner 
who subcontracts with the shop for 
his home building business. 

Students from Carleton and St. 
Olaf colleges often look for work at 
the wood shop in this city of about 
15,000 people 37 miles south of, 
Minneapolis. Some believed August 
took classes at St- Olaf, but school 
officials said .Saturday they had no 
record of him. 

Schmidt on Saturday described 
the man as quiet, easy going and 
intelligent He said August had been 
promoted to full time since being 
hired in February on a part-time 
basis. 

“He was doing a good job, very 
enthusiastic and wanted to learn," 
said Schmidt, who didn't read! the 
last name August used. "Every time 
■ I spoke with him he was very polite 
and listened wel^” 

August’s references had checked 
out, the Social Security number he 
gave for quarterly filings was never 
questioned by the government and ■ 
he seemed trustworthy. 

. “He came to work everyday, 
talked about his travels in Europe 
and his girlfriend. There was no tea- 

Police re-open 
investigation 
into boy’s death 

CEDAR CITY, Utah (AP) — 
Police have re-opened the investiga- 
tion into the June 24 shooting death 
of a 10-ycar-old Modena, Utah, 
boy, after his - companion confessed 
that he pulled the trigger. 

Iron County Sheriff Ira 
Schoppmann said an autopsy 
showed that Leif Erickson couldn’t 
have died from an’ accidental gun- 
shot the way police initially 
believed he had. 

The boy was struck by a blast 
from a shotgun that tore through his 
arm into his chest. It was first 
thought that the weapon had fallen 
off a table and discharged while the 
boy was playing with the gun inside 
a neighbor’s shod. 

But the investigation showed the 
shot pattern didn’t line, up and the 
gun would not have gone off that 


way things lined up indicated that 
the original story was probably not 
the way things happened,” the sher- 
iff said.. 

Schoppmann said that led to addi- 
tional questioning of a 12-year-old 
neighbor boy — who had befriend- 
ed Erickson just three days earlier 
— and the boy confessed that he 
pulled the trigger when the gun was 
pointed at Erickson. 

“We confronted the little guy and 
told him the angle'of the bullet 
wasn't quite right We took him out 
and showed him that the gun 
wouldn't discharge by hitting the 
cement,” the sheriff said.

referred to as the “preppy bandits” 
because of their age and stylish 
dress. 

. A jury found Aaron Galli guilty 
of murder in Riordan’s slaying, but 
the, conviction was later overturned 
after a cousin, Christopher Galli, 
said he lied during the trial that 
Aaron had participated in the slay*

A touch of shalom 

Quilting volunteers aim to comfort 
crack babies, AIDS-inflicted infants

TWIN FALLS — A mother brought her baby in for a 
check-up, then excused herself to go to the ladies’ room. 
She never came back. 

Three thousand infants across the country have been 
abandoned in scenes much like this one, Ellen Ahlgren 
said, because they’d been diagnosed as HIV-positive. * 
That’s the virus that causes AIDS. 

Some of the babies spent their entire, brief lives in the 
hospital. 

Ahlgren had just retired in 1988 from her teaching ca- 
reer and was looking forward to quilting for friends and 
family. But. she couldn't forget about those babies she 
read about in a newsletter published by New York City

counselor Elisabeth Kubler-Ross, who wrote "Of Death 
and Dying.” .. 

“I thought about how much my grandchildren enjoyed 
their little quilts,” she said in a telephone interview from 
her Northwood,:N.H., home last week. 

So she called Boston City Hospital to ask Whether the 
pediatric unit would like some quilts. It had lots of teddy 
bears, the nurse said, but no quilts. Yes, quilts would be 
welcome. 

Seven years and 176,000 baby quilts later, Ahlgren 
has spread comfort and love to motherless, friendless aod 
desperately sick infants and toddlers all over the world.

“It even has a 
reminder notice on the outside of the 
packet that says, ‘If all you arc accepting 
is scholarships, you do not need to return 
the green form.’ " . 

The student worker glanced at the pack- 
et. 

“Just fill out the green response form, 
please," she said. 

In the next line.'wc were sent to a build- 
ing that is still under construction to deliv- 
er a student work application. At the end 
of another line, wc were given a bill for 
tuition and sent to stand in another line to 
sign it 

It reminded me' of a joke that comedian 
Joan Rivers once told: You go into a bank 
and they want to know your background 
and your mother’s maiden name. I’m giv- 
ing.them my money. I want to know the 
bank president's mother’s maiden name. 

By the end of registration day at BSU, 
my daughter and I looked like those little 
computer game characters who run 
through mazes all day. 

“Let’s just go home and come back an- 
other time. Mom,” my first-bom said to 
me once. 

“Are you kidding!" I bellowed. "We’re 
paying big bucks to stand in these lines." 

Besides, that’s the part of college that 
prepares people for the real world.

The best protection against being 
left by the side the road, Goodman 
said, is regular maintenance and 
keeping track of what’s been done 
to your car recently. . _ 

“If you know the maintenance 
history of the ‘car, at least you can 
ask questions,” he said. “That’s no 
guarantee you woij’t get ripped off, 
but at least you’re in a better posi- 
tion." 

It also- helps to have some basic 
parts such as spare belts and hoses, 
or perhaps an electronic control 
module or an extra coil, stowed in 
thetnink, Goodman said. 

"Your owner’s manual isn’t 
going to tell you how to install 
them," he said. “You’ll need some 
tricchnnica! knowledge to do that.

Apart from tire trouble, by far the 
most common causes of highway 
breakdowns this time of year are 
cooling-system problems; the 
experts say. 

“Thirty to 40 percent of the calls 
we get require a tow," Carlson said. 
"And I’d say a good percentage of 
those arc belt or hose problems." 

Twenty years ago, many radiator 
problems could be fixed on the side 
of the road with a roll of duct tape. 

-No more. 

“People need to be careful about 
working under the hood for 15 min- 
utes or so after the car has stopped 
running," Bolton said. “Some bad 
things can happen." 

Aside from the risk of scalding 
— coolant in an overheated radiator 
runs 200 degrees or more — mod- 
ern automobile engines are fes- 
tooned with sophisticated electron- 
ics that control everything from the. 
ignition system to the exhaust emis- 
sions. Unless you know what 
you’re doing, you can moke things 
worse in a hurry. 

But there some simple things any, 
motorist can do, such as carrying an 


transmission that’s about to fail, for 
example, often leaks. 

If you do get stranded, tie a white 
handkerchief to the aerial and get 
out of traffic, Carlson said, even if 
it means getting out of your car. 

“Changing a tire can be especial- 
ly dangerous," he said. "People get 
their car out of traffic but they don’t 
get ihcmsclves out of the way." 

If you can afford one, Carlson 
' advises carrying a cellular phone on 
long trips; Absent that, wait for a 
cop. . . 

“If you’re around American Falls 
or Burley, you may have a long 
wait," he said. “But don’t start 
walking to town."

If the weather is hot and you’re 
traveling with children, Carlson 
advised, get them out of the car and 
into some shade. Never leave kids 
alone in a vehicle, he said. 

Once the tow-truck comes, hsk 
the driver the price before he hooks 
up your car. 

“Most-tow-truck companies in 
Idaho charge o flat rate per mile,? 
' he said. “And most of them belong 
to the Idaho Towing Association, so 
they’re pretty, reputable." 

Once in town, make your first 
stop a phone booth. 

“In a small town, you may not 
have much choice,” Bolton said. 
“But in a town the size of Twin, 
there are enough good mechanics 
around." 

There arc professional associa- 
tions that certify mechanics and 
allow them to display their seals, 
but that’s not always a good indica- 
tion of who canriix your car and 
who can’t, he said. 

“I could get you certified for 
some things,” he quipped.- 

The price. estimate is often a 
good indicator of a repair shop’s 
honesty and competence, the 
experts say. A mechanic who 
insists that your brakes need to be 
replaced, once he finishes fixing 
your .radiator, should be avoided, 
they say. 

“There are still some of those 
places around, unfortunately," 
Carlson said. 

Goodman and Bolton say word- 
of-mouth among people who work 
with cars is the best barometer of 
where to have your vehicle taken. 
Call a half doien auto-parts stores 
or service stations and ask for a 
recommendation froih each; the 
best mechanics in town will usually 
get the most votes/ 

All other things being equal, 
Carlson says, choose an auto deal- 
ership in a strange town. 

“At least you know there’s a 
standard of quality," he said. 

If you're in a small town and 
your car needs a part that needs to. 
be ordered, expect to wait 24 hours 
or more, the experts say. 

“If you’re stuck in Alamo or 
Piochc and you need a part, you’re ' 
going to be there a while,” Bolton 
said. * 


But in most places,. the wait is 
getting shorter all the time, 
Goodman said. 

"For the right price, there aren’t . 
very many parts that can’t be air- 
freighted to wherever you are in a 
huny," he said. 

Finally, if you’re on an extended 
trip, take enough cash or a credit 
card with a credit line large enough 
to handle emergency repairs. 

“Don’t expect to get very far 
with a check," Carlson said.' 
“Although sometimes if that's all 
you have, they’ll accept if reluc- 
tantly." ■ . 

Carlson recalled being stranded 
with his family in tow and only his " 
checkbook in hand. 

“The mechanic at the service sta- 
tion made it very clear that we were 
his lowest priority, so we waited 
Tor five hours,” he said. “And that 
was-just a mile out of town.”

Long jump record 
falls at Italian meet 


SESTRIERE, Italy (AP) - 
Capitalizing on wind gusts and high 
altitude; Ivan Pedroso set the. world 
long jump record of 29 feet, 4)1 inch- 
es, Saturday at Europe's highest 
track, ending a long domination of the 
event by U.S. athletes. 

The 22-ycar-old became the first 
Cuban to.hold the world mark in'the 
long jump and the first non- American 
to own the record since Russia’s Igor 
Ter-Ovanesyrin tied Ralph Boston’s 
mark of 27-4)1 in 1967, at Mexico 
City, another high altitude city. 

Pedroso bettered the previous 
record of 29-4)1 , set by Mike. Powell 
at the 1991 World Championships in 
Tokyo. * , 

The wind, which foiled world 
attempts by Powell and Heikc 
Drcchslcr of Germany at the 1992 
Sestriere meet, was blowing at 2.68 
mph, under the allowable limit of 
4.47 mph for record consideration, 
when Pedroso set the record bn his 
sixth and final attempt. .

He then fouled twice, leaped 25-7X 
and 27-2/*, before jumping the world 
record. Pedroso ran along the jrack 
yelling with joy as the board flashed 
the record andjhe fans applauded him 
wildly. S' 

"I IcneVi could set a world record, , 
after barely missing -nine meters (29- 
6H) at (he Pan American Games (in 
March),” Pedroso -said. "I realized- 
immediately I had made on impres- 
sive jump, as soon os I landed on my, 
last leap. I’m overjoyed. The World 
Championships will say if I’m really 
•the best jumper." 

He said that the "barrier” of nine 
meters could fall in Sweden.

Countdown to Windows 95 

Consumers likely to snap up new program; businesses may take their time 


Editor’s note: On Aug. 24, Microsoft 
will release for sale its newest program, 
Windows 95, Which promises to usher in 
a new era in personal computers. The

Coulee world of the Bonneville Power 
Administration, Associated Power 

Services Inc. is on AAA battery. 

Guess which one flickered July 10. 

Bonneville, provider of half the 
energy consumed in the Northwest, 
announced plans to cut prices. 

It. was the ultimate Confirmation that 
companies like Associated are rewiring 
energy markets ns deregulation allows 
newcomers to challenge not just 
Bonneville, but any utility that has 
exercised monopoly control in its ser- 
vice territory. 

Although many barriers remain. 
Associated executives Steve Kcm and 
Lloyd Reed say ‘they have the connec- 
tions to succeed.' 

The two Left Washington Water 
Power Co. last October. Reed said the 
pair could sec the changes deregulation 
would have in the marketplace, but 
were unsure if they would have a role 
in shaping the Spokane utility’s 
responses in light of its proposed 


merger with Reno, Nev.-based Sierra 
Pacific Resources, 

__ Kcm, who was doing planning and 
a'nalysis for Washington Water 
Power’s natural gas operations, hod 
been working with Associated Natural 
Gas Co., Reed said. Associated is thp 
largest shipper on the Northwest 
Pipeline, which delivers gas from 
fields in Alberta and pritisli Columbia 
to points as far south as Southern 
California. 

Kcm said Associated suggested he 
and Rccd form a Spokane. unit to mar- 
ket electricity to some of the utilities 
.that were already natural gas cus- 
tomers. A similar office was already 
operating in Oklahoma, 

Kern at\d Rccd, who, had a back- 
ground in power marketing, had 
already built relationships with poten- 
tial Associated Power customers. 

“Both of us are pretty hands-on peo- 
ple,” Reed said. 

Two weeks after opening the 
Spokane office for Associated, the 


company was purchased by Panhandle 
Eastern Corp. Houston-based 
Panhandle operates one of the largest 
natural gas distributionpysterris-in the 
country, and has aberfft $8 billion in 
assets. 

Reed said Panhandle had been look- 
. ing at the power industry because it 
was a large electricity user. Also, he 
said, the company was looking for 
opportunities to sell gas to the bur- 
geoning number of independent power 
producers using the fuel to generate 
inexpensive kilowatt-hours. 

Kcm said Panhandle’s size and will- 
ingness to accumulate assets should 
give Associated Power an edge in the 
competition for energy customers. 

Many would-be players in the mar- 
ket want to net only as brokers, he said. 
Panhandle is among the few that 
would build or purchase generating 
facilities to meet customer needs. 

Reed noted Panhandle recently hired 
the former senior vice president of 
Pacific Gas Transmission — Paula 


Rosput — as head of Associated 
■ Power, nt the same time giving her 
,j direct access to the corporate chief 
"executive. . 

The restructuring demonstrates 
Panhandle’s commitment to a. com- 
bined natural gas-electricity sales 
effort, he said. 

And, Rosput said from Houston, the 
Spokane operation will be the template 
for similar offices around* the country 
as more and more states move toward 
deregulating energy markets. • 

kced said he and Kcm will handle 
all of Associated Power’s West Coast 
business, most of which is in the 
Pacific Northwest. 

Kcm has also been traveling around 
the country helping other Associated 
offices get stnrted. 

Associated sells gas as far east 
Florida, Kcm said, and includes 200 
California industrial companies among 
its customers, ‘it puts us in a great sit- 
uation to be nn energy provider, not 
just natural gas,” he said.

SALT LAKE .CITY (AP) 
While earnings for the most recent 
quarter showed a slight increase. 
Qucstar Corp. reported overall prof- 
its were down slightly during the 
first half of 1995, mostly due to low 
natural gas prices. 

The integrated natural gas com- 
pany reported on Thursday that 
income was up 5 percent to SI 4.6 
million, or 35 cents’ a share, for the 
three months period ending June 
30. That compares to income of 
S14 million, or 34 cents a ‘share, for 
the same peijod a year ago. 

However, first half 1995 net 
income continued to lag behind 
1994, due primarly to low gas 
prices. During the first six months - 
of this year, Qucstar earned S41.6 
million, or SI. 02 per share, versus 
$45'million, or $1.1 1 per share, last 
year. 

“With weather and energy-price 
fluctuations, Qucstar and the natur- 
al gas industry have been subject to 
more cyclical pressure than ever,” 
said chairman and chief executive 
officer R. D. Cash. 

Cash said, however, that the gas 
distribution end of the business 
continued to be dynamic and led 
the second-quarter rcbottad. “But 
two years of warmer- than- normal 
weather have masked the positive 
impact of that growth," he said. 


Questar’s gas distribution arm, 
Mountain Fuel Supply Co., earned ’ 
SI 52,000 during the second-quarter 
compared with a loss of $3.8 mil- 
lion in the same three months last 
year. 

The utility’s net income for the 
first six months of 1995 was,$13.2 
million, compared to $11.2 million 
a year ago. 

Temperatures were an average of 
21 percent cooler than normal, dur- . 
ing the second quarter, compared 
with 29 percent warmer a year ago.

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Windows— Microsoft aims to set PC standards, simplify usage

(There is also a more powerful vcr- 
sion of Windows, called Windows 
NT, designed for advanced PCs and 
those on networks. with extra securi- 
ty requirements.) 

Compaq Computer Corp.’s plan is 
typical of most large PC makers. It 
will install both Windows 3.1 and 95 
on PCs leaving its factories. At a 
business site, the technician who 
turns on the machine for the first 
time will indicate with a click of the 
mouse which version should be 
used. 

• “Customer requirements arc so 
wide and varied wc thought. |t was 
imperative to have this dual installa- 
tion," said Judy Alam, manager of 
PC software marketing at Compaq. 
"That way the customer is not forced 
into Windows 95 oris not held back 
by Windows 3.1." 

Entex Information Services, a PC 
reseller that also provides installa- 
tion and support services, estimates 
adoption of Windows 95 to occur at 
a slightly foster rate than most soft- 
ware. But the company also expects 
sales of Windows 3.1 to-continuc 
growing for at least two more years. 

In Snlina, Kan., most of the 150 
PCs in the city government and 
departments use Windows and many 
have enough power and memory for 
Windows 95. "Wc are looking at it 
but we’re probably not going to do 
anything with our end users for a 
year," said Curtis Pogue, program- 
mer for the city of Solina. "We’re 
going to test it ourselves until the 
point wc feel it’s ready.’’ 


REDMOND, Wash. (AP) — For 
Larry -Kurfiss, computing is ti sec- 
ondary hobby. But through the 
Pacific Northwest PC Users Group, 
he took advantage of a chance to. 
become one of nearly 50,000 testers 
Of Microsoft Corp.’s Windows 95, 
examining early versions to check 
for problems. . 

Kurfiss had been satisfied, if occa- v 
sionally frustrated, with Windows- 
3.1, the program-thnt has formed the 
base for most personal computers 
since 1990. The much-anticipntcd 
Windows 95 addresses many of his 
complaints. 

"I like it because it’s more direct," 
Kurfiss said. “It’s cleaner looking. ... 
When you turn it on, you don't see 
the stuff all over the screen. 
Everything is sort of tucked away." 

Windows 3.1 required a lot of tin- 
kering, usually to overcome memory 
limitations or conflicts among por- 
tions of the program that drove spe- 
cific devices like modems or CD-- 
ROM drives, Kurfiss Mid. 

With Windows 95, "I haven’t had 
to do anything yet. Everything 
works. The system detects what you 
.have and it works." 

It is the first major revision to 
Windows for the mass market in five 
. years ^(The company in 1993 began 
selling Windows "NT for PC net- 
works in businesses.) 

Like most advances in computing, 
Windows 95 adopts fcoturcs_ that 
were previously performed "else- 
where — in other programs, in this 
case. There’s fox and e-mail soft-

ware built in, for example. 

Windows 95 also can run multiple 
programs at the same time and is 
much less likely to fail or “lock up" 
than Windows 3.1. 

There js a price, however. 
Windows 95 is much bulkier than 
the old version, taking 35 megabytes 
of hard drive in its minimum instal- 
lation and 65 megabytes when all 
the features arc installed. 


While designed to run on PCs 
with 4 megabytes of main memory, 
or RAM, Microsoft recommends 8 
megabytes and many reviewers say 
16 megabytes is needed to achieve 
the promised speed improvements. 

Several reviews have also pointed 
out. that Windows 95 runs some 
existing programs slowcr*than the 
current Windows. It docs much bet- 
ter with programs especially 


designed for it. 

The first difference that people 
will notice is in the appearance, or 
“user interface," of Windows 95. 
Rather than a box called Program 
Manager filled with small boxes: 
known as Program Groups', 
Windows 95 has a blank screen with 
several icons on the left side and a 
“task bar" across the bottom. 

A “Start" button on the left side of 
the task bar. triggers menus that cas- 
cade rightward until a person finds 
the desired program or document. 
Icons for many of the programs or 
documents or peripherals can be 
"dragged" to the “desktop,” or main 
screen, where they can be started 
without going through the cascading 
menus. 

For keeping track of several pro- 
grams simultaneously, the task bar 
pops up whenever- the cursor is 
placed over it (it can also be set to be 
permanently seen) and looks like a 
scries of buttons that, can be 
depressed to switch back and forth 
between things. 

Windows 95 makes use of both the 
left and right buttons on o computer 
mouse. The left button, as it has tra- 
ditionally, launches a program or 
command. The right, .when the cur- 
sor is on an icon, brings up a menu 
of. the most common things to be 
done with it, such as opening or 
copying a file. • _ 

"Hie software will also permit files 
to have names that arc longer than 
eight letters and it will have a 
"Recycle Bin," where files can be 


deleted, both features found in the' 
rival Apple Macintosh and IBM OS- 
2 programs. 

There’s also a feature called 1 
Autoplay that automatically config- 
ures a CD-ROM program whenever 
it is put into the machine. When the 
CD . is removed, Windows 95 
removes the vestiges of the program 
that were transferred to the hard 
drive. Trade-off: It takes more time 
to start and end a CD-ROM. ^ 

Scores of software companies arc 
updating their products to work with 
Windows 95. Microsoft itself will 
launch an on-line service, a new ver- 
1 sion of its Office business software 
and a new version of its Money per- 
sonal finance program. 

Financially, Microsoft stands to 
gain the most by selling Windows 95 
to people who already own comput- 
ers with Windows 3.1 Based on sales 
“of previous programs it has upgrad- 
ed, the company estimates it will sell 
10 million to 25 -million Windows 95 
upgrades in a year. That would be an 
addition to the several tens of mil- 
lions of copies that will be built right 
into new PCs. 

Already subjected to more hype 
than any product in computer histo- 
ry, Microsoft plans to spend several 
■ hundred million dollars marketing 
Windows 95. PC makers, distributors 
and retailers will add millions to that. 

"There’s no question it’s going to 
be a big event," Said Peter Janssen, 
vice president of merchandising and , 
advertising at Egghead Inc., the soft- 
ware store chain.

It is tempting for South to start 
the trumps at trick two. If he does, 
the 4-1 break brings trouble. Un- 
fortunately, it is too late to save 
the game. 

Expecting trumps and clubs to 
be 3*2, South reasons it will be 
easy to score 10 winners (six 
spades, two hearts, a diamond 
and a club). However, when West 
discards on the second trump, 
South cannot recover. Too late, he 
starts the clubs. But every time 
he leads a club, the defense leads 
a diamond, forcing him to ruff. 
Eventually, .the forcing game gets' 
'him and South scores only nine 
winners. And if South gets desper- 
ate, as well he should, he takes 
the heart finesse and the game 
falls two short 

An experienced declarer 
makes the game by starting the 
dubs before he touches trumps! 
East wins and forces South to ruff 
a diamond and South leads anoth- 
er club. East wins to force anoth- 
er ruff, but that ends the forcing 
game. When West wins the third 
round of clubs, he cannot force 
South in diamonds because dum- 
my can ruff. In' full control, South 
wins West’s exit (in dummy, if 
West has exited in diamonds), 
draws East’s pesky trumps and 
claims his 10 winners for game 
and rubber. 

Older players have a better 
chance to make today’s game. 
They've suffered more bad trump 
breaks than the younger set and 
have learned how better to deal 
with temptations.

Troubled Kids Grow 


I N THE 197 OS, LEE AND JOAN 
Novak thought they had 
figured out the rest of their 
lives. “We bought this place 
m 1976,” Said Lee. "We had

What happened to the Novaks in the

22 percent, and diesel fuel went to $ 1 .50 
a gallon,” recalled Lee, 67. “We couldn’t 
give our com away. Wc had to sell 100 
acres just to survive. But wc didn’t file 
for bankruptcy. My mother and brother 
bailed us out. That's what families do.” 
With half their land gone and a few 
chickens, goats and 14 horses as their 
only livestock, the Novaks needed to 
work hard to survive. Joan started sell- 
ing homemade food at animal shows and 
fairs, while Lee picked up odd jobs and 
began giving horseback rides on trails 
through his remaining property. “It was 
either find something new or 1 ose every- 
thing,” said Joan, 62. With Lee and Joan 
leading the rides and catering meals for 
the riders, the business slowly grew. “It 
was tough,” Lee said.

when these youngsters came to their 
farm. “A lot of them had never seen a 
cow,” Joan recalled. “One boy was 
shocked that our chickens only had two 
legs. His mother always bought a pack- 
age with extra legs at the supermarket." 

Not only did the farm open the chil- 
dren’s eyes to nature — it also began to 
make them think differently about them- 
selves. “They told us these were tough 
kids,” Lee said. "Well, muybe they’re 
tough in the city, but they’re different here. 
I’ve never seen a tough kid on a horse.” 

Six years ago, the Novaks made a de- 
cision that cost them money — and gave 
them much more in return. They de- 
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rides to weekends. On weekdays, they 
devoted themselves to troubled kids. 
The institutions paid just enough to cov- 
er expenses, so that the youngsters got 
a day of horseback riding, working and 
learning about life. The Novaks man- 
aged to pay for the rest of their land 
with Lee’s Social Security benefits and 
money Joan earned at craft fairs, selling 
items made by Lee. • 

On the day I arrived, Kim Clark, a 
youth worker, was visiting the farm with 
three kids from the Wittenmyer Youth 
Center in Davenport, Iowa. “They have 
to be on their best behavior to cam the

Without fail, 
the kids from the Wittenmyer Center 
would jump up as well, putting oo their 
boots and eagerly walking do wn a slip- 
pery hill and through a muddy field to 
help feed the resident flock of Canadian 
geese or to put out feed for the horses. 

I soon learned that work is a large 
part .of every young person’s day at 
Spring Rock Farm. “We teach them bow 
to clean, how to take care of things, how 
to take responsibility,” Joan explained. 
In return for trail rides that average throe 
to four hours, each kidrruist mtirlr out 
his or her horse’s stall, groom and feed 
the animal, and care for the stable gear. 
Far from complaining about the work, 
the children seem to relish it *Tve seen 
kids here who brushed their horses so 
long, I thought the coat would come 
off,” Joan said with a laugh. “They love 
it They’d do it for hours if we let them.” 
While we sat at the table, I heard the 




stories of ldds who only had known the bard side of 
life. Terry Niederklopfer, sandy-haired and looking 
small and young for his 15 years, told a harrowing 
tale ofhis life on the streets of Des Moines. -T used 
to do drugs,” he said. “I got involved with gangs and 
got into trouble.” 

But the way Teny talked about his present is quite 
unlike the way he described his past. “Ever since I 
first came out here. I've felt really different,” he said. 
“I can get close to people and trust people. They’re 
nice to me. I’ve learned I can trust the horses, and 
there are a lot of things I can do well." 

' What the Novaks do for these lads impressed me, 
but I still didn't understand why they had chosen to. 
devote so much of their lives to helping others. A 
day or two of volunteer work each month might be 
understandable, but a struggling farm family that 
spends most weekdays helping children required 
some explanation. Lee told me why he and Joan spent 
their afternoons with the youngsters. 

When Lee was in his early 20s, he went through 
difficult tunes. Two people stepped in and support- 
ed him. Now, the graying grandfather explained, “It’s 
payback time. I only got through those years because 
some people were willing to help me — my wife, Joan, 
and a guy named Russ Jones, who gave me a job and 
helped me get back on my fccL They trusted me. And 
that’s what everyone needs: someone to trust them.” 
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To the troubled kidswho come to the NoVaks’ 
home, farm, life can open up a new- way of looking 
at the world. ‘‘Here, they learn that they can learn,” 
explained Kim Clark, the 1 youth worker. Teny 
Niederidopfer, her charge, echoed the thought. “It’s 
like a positive high, witboot drugs or anything,” he 
Lett: Carlos said. “This place is like home for me.”

n a morning in Nantucket. 
I watched a ream cf pros 
prepare a 4foo( pit for my 
clambake on Miacomet 
Beach. By noon, it was 
dug and outlined with 
smooth rocks, and coals 
Hrr<r lit on a nearby grill. 
Once blazing, most were, 
shoveled into the center 
of the pit; some were held 
back to grill the chicken. 

At 4 pm. . everything moved quickly. 
Wood pallets ncre set on the hot coals. 
As one turned to ashes, another Mt is 
set on top to build up heat in the rocks. 
At 5, the excess coals were removed, 
and net rockwecd (seaweed with huge 
pockets) was laid on the hot rocks. The 
steam burst, and we were in business. 
Lobsters in wire baskets were laid on 
the rockweed, then came clams and 
mussels. Wire baskets with onions 
and new potatoes were next, then 
ears of com in their husks. A heavy 
tarp went on tap to steam the feast. 
When the tarp was lifted an hour later, 
everything nttr cooked to perfection. 

For your clambake on the beach, 
follow the steps above, using any dry 
wood if pallets are unavailable. When 
I wasn’t at the beach. T ve made a 
clambake in a roasting pan with great 
success. Big bunches of herbs replaced 
the seaweed, inparting marvelous flavor.

That remaining 22% (about 1540 people) is the 
group that should concern us. The judges would 
have freed 210 defendants that the juries convict- 
ed. The judges also would have convicted 1330 
defendants that the juries freed. This is a serious 
discrepancy. Surely those 1330 defendants were 
not set free beca u se the juries viewed them as vic- 
tims of government oppression or persecution. 

I believe the OJ. Simpson trial, because of its 
extreme example and high visibility, has enlight- 
ened many of us about the weaknesses and flaws 
in our judicial system. Perhaps that raised con- 
sciousness will bring about needed change, what- 
ever it may be — whether it’s more juries that are 
not required to be unanimous to reach a verdict or 
panels of judges that can vote in accord with their 
consciences. Regardless, it seems clear that some 
change is due, and open discussion is the first step 
toward making that change become a reality!
